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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Entry of tlie proposed amendment would necessitate furtlier searcli and consideration since tlie claims would be 
amended to recite that the polypeptides are isolated from particular cells and under particular conditions by chromatography on a plate of 
SEPHADEX G-200. Notably, because claim 14 would be directed to "MCF-7" cells, the amendment would raise issues under 35 U.S.C. § 
112, first paragraph, unless or until a deposit of a cell line so designated has been made, or until it is established that the particular cell line 
to which the claim would be directed is known and publicly available. Furthermore, because the claims would recite that the 
chromatography is carried out in a mobile phase of a particular buffer at a particular concentration and within a particular range of pH 
values, it appears that the specification, as orginally filed, may not provide the necessary written support for the proposed language, which 
would raise additional issues under § 112, first pararaph. As a consequence, the proposed amendment will not place this application in 
better form for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal.
